Dear Chairman Goodlatte and Chairman Nunes: 


This letter further responds to the August 24, 2017 subpoena (Subpoena One) from the 
House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence (HPSCD), the March 22, 2018 subpoena 
(Subpoena Two) from the House Committee on the Judiciary (HJC), the April 30, 2018 
subpoena (Subpoena Three) from HPSCI, and House Resolution 970 (Resolution) passed by the 
U.S. House of Representatives (House) on June 28, 2018. The Department of Justice 
(Department) and the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) believe that they have now 
substantially complied with these House requests, and any residual or ongoing production of 
materials will be expeditiously completed in coordination with staff members from the 
appropriate committees. 


The Department seeks to accommodate congressional oversight requests in a manner that 
is consistent with its significant law enforcement and national security responsibilities. Deputy 
Attorney General Rod Rosenstein outlined the approach that the Department takes to 
congressional oversight in his recent testimony before HJC and in a June 27, 2018 letter, a copy 
of which is enclosed for your review. The Department recognizes your continued leadership on 
these matters, and appreciates the willingness of you and your staffs to clarify, focus, and 
prioritize outstanding requests such that the Department may more effectively accommodate 
your inquiry consistent with recognized confidentiality interests. 


With respect to Subpoena One, the Department and FBI believe that all requests, one 
through eight, have now been satisfied. At the meeting hosted by Speaker Paul Ryan on June 15, 
2018, HPSCI identified a small set of documents responsive to Subpoena One that had yet to be 
provided, and those final documents were made available to HPSCI on or about June 20, 2018. 
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Therefore, the Department has substantially complied with Subpoena One, as acknowledged in 
the Resolution passed by the House. 


Regarding Subpoena Two, which contains nine requests, the Department and FBI believe 
that requests two, three, four, five, six, and eight have been satisfied. Based on recent 
conversations with committee staff, the Department understands that HJC agrees with this 
assessment. As described in more detail below, the production in response to request one is 
ongoing pursuant to an agreement between the Department and HJC, and production in response 
to seven and nine have been substantially fulfilled, with a limited number of outstanding 
classified documents from the FBI’s top secret enclave currently being processed. 


As has been communicated to HJC staff members, due to the voluminous nature of the 
documents responsive to request one, more than 880,000 pages have been made available for 
review and the production remains ongoing. The Department continues to work with HJC in a 
collaborative and productive manner to identify documents that are responsive to request one and 
related to HJC’s investigation. The Department will continue to provide access to materials and 
resources from the Department and the FBI related to request one to ensure HJC can conduct 
oversight in the manner previously agreed upon by the Department and HJC. 


The vast majority of the documents responsive to requests seven and nine of Subpoena 
Two have also been produced. Specifically, the FBI has produced all relevant documents from 
its unclassified and secret enclaves that it was able to identify. However, as explained in its 
letter, dated June 22, 2018, the FBI was required to build and deploy a tool to search its Top 
Secret enclave. As the FBI has advised committee staff, it is currently reviewing and processing 
a limited number of documents from the search of this enclave as expeditiously as possible, with 
a goal of production by July 13, 2018. 


The Department and FBI provided information responsive to Subpoena Three during 
multiple briefings and document reviews with members. In addition, the Department informed 
HPSCI on June 29, 2018, that all HPSCI members and cleared committee staff have access to the 
supporting documents. 


Regarding the Resolution, the Department and FBI believe that all requests have been 
satisfied or substantially complied with, but for (1) those specific subpoena requests referenced 
above, which are in progress, and (2) a March 23, 2018 letter from HPSCI. 


The March 23, 2018 letter requested extensive communications and documents from nine 
Department and FBI employees. The Department has provided documents responsive to one of 
the employees. As the FBI explained in the June 15, 2018 meeting with Speaker Ryan, the broad 
request for documents from eight current or former FBI employees is time consuming, given the 
large volume and classified nature of many of the potentially responsive documents. The 
Department and FBI are currently consulting with SCO regarding its equities. Nonetheless, the 
Department and FBI are working in collaboration with HPSCI members and staff to provide 
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comprehensive responses to these requests as well. 


In addition to the specific responses to the requests referenced in the Resolution, it is also 
important to note the lengths to which the Department and FBI have gone to provide thousands 
of pages of responsive documents to Congress. These additional documents provided to HJC 
and HPSCI in the course of their respective investigations include, but are not limited to: 


e Former Director Comey’s Memos, 
e Professor Daniel Richman’s Memorandum of Understanding, 
e Requested supporting documents related to a FISA application, 


e Electronic Communication authorizing investigation into Russian election 
interference in 2016, 


e Access to FBI’s Domestic Investigations and Operations Guide, and 
e ‘Thousands of responsive Strzok-Page text messages. 


The Department maintains that this extraordinary, voluminous, and ongoing production 
of documents and other materials responsive to the HPSCI and HJC requests demonstrates its 
commitment to work with your committees to provide materials responsive to your requests in a 
manner that does not harm the integrity of any ongoing investigation. 


Further, the Department recognizes that both committees continue to make requests for 
information on these matters via phone, email, or letter that are not included in the subpoenas 
referenced above. The Department will continue to respond to these requests as appropriate 
through the normal accommodation process. 


Again, the Department and the FBI appreciate your willingness to clarify, focus, and 
prioritize outstanding congressional inquiries so that we may more effectively respond in a 
manner consistent with the Department’s unique law enforcement mission and recognized 
confidentiality interests. Please do not hesitate to contact this office with any questions.
